HOW  THE  HOBBY  OF  NUMISMATICS 
FOUNDED  A GREAT  BANKING  HOUSE 


The  great  European  banldng  house 
of  Rothschild  had  its  beginning  be- 
cause of  a young  boy's  interest  in 
coin  collecting. 

The  boy's  name  was  Meyer  Amschell 
Rothschild  and  he  had  a passion  for 
collecting  odd  coins.  This  was  not 
unusual  or  unnatural  for  his  father 
was  a money  changer,  a nd  whenever 
some  unusual  piece  of  money  came 
his  way,  he  saved  it  for  his  little 
boy.  As  the  boy  grew,  so  did  his 
collection. 

Ifow,  as  the  story  goes,  there  also 
lived  in  Frankfort,  Germany  - where 
Meyer  Amschell  lived  in  the  Ghetto  - 
the  great  and  pompous  William  of 
Hesse,  Elector  of  Hanover.  He  was 


a coin  collector  too.  One  day  when 
the  Elector  could  not  find  a certain 
old  coin  for  his  collection,  he  sent 
his  seiT/^ant  to  the  Rothschilds  to  i 
see  if  the  boy  Meyer  Amschell  had  it 
The  servant  returned  with  the 
wanted  coin  and  from  that  day  on 
they  began  to  trade  coins. 

Slowly  their  mutual  interest  in 
the  hobby  bridged  the  social  gap 
which  separated  the  Ghetto  from  the 
palace,  and  before  many  years  had 
passed  Meyer  Amschell  became  the 
trusted  friend  and  financial  ad- 
vispr  of  the  Elector  of  Hanover, 
and  he  founded  one  of  the  greatest 
fortunes  in  the  world  - and  it  all 
began  with  a hobby  ! - Pelbe

A'TTIC  TETRADRACHM 
SELEDCOS  I 

The  reign  of  Seleucua  I (Nicator) 
first  of  that  long  line  knovm  as 
THE  SELEUCIDAE,  dates  312-280  B.C. 

He  ruled  over  Syria,  a large  part 
of  Asia  Minor,  and  all  of  the 
Alexandrine  provinces  farther  eastj 
he  had  been  one  of  the  chief  offi- 
cers under  Alexander,  and  now,  as 
a ruler,  he  was  exceedingly  greedy, 
reaching  out  for  more  and  more  ter- 
ritoiy. 

For  a time  he  had  much  difficulty, 
even  to  having  to  flee  into  Egypt 
for  refuge  with  Ptolemyj  but  with 
victory  gained  over  Demetrius,  son 
of  Antigonus,  he  returned,  and  with 
him  begins  that  strange  but  strong 
era  of  THE  SELEUCIDAE.  Of  the 
"four  notable  ones"  his  was  the 
largest  share  in  the  dominions  of 
Alexander. 

He  built  Antioch  in  Syria,  and 
named  it  in  memory  of  his  father. 
There  vye  shall  find  great  coin 
interest  when  we  reach  the  New 
Testament. 

The  coins  of  Seleucus  I lend 
variety  to  the  collection  of  the 
six  rulers  whom  we  connect  with 
Daniel  8:8,  because  he  had  ele- 
phants on  some  of  his.  Whether  he 
acquired  his  favor  for  elephants  by 
being  in  Africa  with  Ptolemy  or  from 
his  penetrations  into  the  east  end 
of  his  own  realm,  even  into  India, 
is  problematical.  But  certain  it  is, 
he  liked  elephants  on  his  coins. 

His  tetradrachm  vdth  the  head  of 
Zeus  on  the  obverse  has  on  the  re- 
verse a spirited  looking  design  — 
the  helmetted  goddess  Athena  in  a 
chariot  drawn  by  horned  elephants. 
She  holds  a thunderbolt  in  her 
right  hand  and  a long  shield  on 
her  left  arm.  In  the  field  above 
is  an  anchor.

"COIN  HATRED" 


At  the  end  of  the  Franco-Prus- 
sian  war  in  I87I,  the  stunned 
French  public  would  not  accept  the 
fact  that  their  magnificent  armies 
led  by  four  popular  generals,  had 
capitulated  with  scarcely  a real 
fight,  and  believed  that  Napoleon IH 
had  sold  out  to  the  enemy. 

Throughout  the  nation  the  likeness 
of  the  emperor  was  defiled.  Paint- 
ings and  statues  and  the  like  were 
desecrated,  but  without  a doubt 
portrait  coins  were  the  most  single 
items  mutilated.  Prussian  helmets 
and  other  devices  were  carved  on 
them  to  transpose  the  emperor  into 
a German,  while  the  French  eagle  on 
reverse  sides  we’re  changed  into  a 
double-headed  Prussian  eagle,  with 
the  stamped  words  "lache  and  gredin" 
- coward  and  scoundrel  !

"PIKES  OF  STATE" 

Back  in  1879,  the  Secretary  of 
State,  ever  alert  to  stimulating 
foreign  trade  with  the  United  Stateg 
requested  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea» 
sury  to  investigate  the  possibili- 
ties of  issuing  a gold  coin  that 
could  be  used  as  a common  exchange 
of  nearly  equal  value  to  that  of 
the  Italian  twenty  lire,  the  Span- 
ish twenty  pesetas,  Dutch  eight 
florin,  French  twenty  francs,  and 
as  close  as  possible  to  the  English 
pound.  Thus  the  four  dollar  Stella 
came  into  being. 

The  idea  caught  like  wildfire  and 
enthusiastic  officials  struck  off 
enough  san?)le  coins  to  present  one 
to  each  member  of  Congress.  This 
simple  case  of  outright  lobbying 
was  made  to  influence  both  houses 
into  enacting  authority  for  the 
coinage.  But  this  method  proved 
ineffective.  The  Congressmen 
pocketed  the  Stellas,  and  went  on 
about  their  business  four  dollars 
richer,  forgetting  to  support  the 
worthy  measure. 

In  the  days  of  the  California 
gold  rush,  the  United  States  govern 
ment  forbade  States  to  issue  coin- 
age, but  nothing  was  said  about 
private  concerns  producing  their 
own  specie.  Several  assaying  firms 
and  banking  companies  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  brought  out  their  own.  Norris,; 
Grieg,  & Norris  of  San  Francisco 
minted  the  first  $5.00  gold  coin  in 
1859,  viiiile  many  other  firms  follow- 
ed with  denominations  up  to  $50, 
most  of  the  fifties  being  octagonal 
in  shape.  While  most  designs  clung 
to  the  conventional  eagle  and  Liberu 
ty,  Baldwin  and  Company  of  San 
Francisco  brought  out  something 
really  different  on  the  obverse  of 
their  gold  $10  piece,  highlighting 
its  surface  with  a mounted  cowboy 
swinging  a lariat  under  the  legend 
" California  Gold." 

This  private  minting  continued  in 
California  until  1855,  and  some 
firms  in  Colorado  and  the  Mormons 
in  Utah  coined  gold  coins  until 
1861.  Clark,  Gruber  & Company  of 
Denver  issued  $10  and  $20  pieces 
with  the  legend  "Pike's  Peak  Gold" 
showing  a mountain  rising  sharply 
from  the  timberline  to  crest,  and 
bearing  small  resemblance  to  the 
massive,  flowing  contours  of  the 
famous  peak.  But  despite  this  minor 
discrepancy,  the  specie  was  beauti- 
ful.
